DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 30-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's cited prior art (EP 0701 181). 

The prior art discloses a method for producing, a toner bottle 1 from a perform 3, 
a mouth portion 1g (Fig. 5), and a supporting ring portion 1c, using stretch blowing 
method having a stretch blow portion 4 and molding 4b, the mouth portion having an 
outer circumference with circularity of 0.7 mm or below (Col. 6, lines 17-37). 

The prior art further discloses the surface of the preform is roughened (Col. 9, 
lines 37-38) and the material of the toner bottle can be of a mixture of polyethylene 
terephthalate and polyethylene (Col. 3, lines 9-12).
